INVESTIGATIONS NO MORE 

Republicans hope to gut Minnesota’s Department of Human Rights 


H ouse Republicans want to 
shave $1.4 million off Min¬ 
nesota’s budget. Specifically, 
they want to slash it from the 
Department of Human Rights. 

It’s not as though they picked a bloated 
target for a trim. The DHR happens to be 
one of Minnesota’s smallest departments. 
The cuts would gut it by more than 30 
percent and prompt layoffs for 18 people, 
which amount to 40 percent of its staff. 

But this tiny department has one of 
the government’s biggest responsibili¬ 
ties: investigating discrimination cases 
and human rights violations. 

The DHR exists for people who have 
been unfairly treated and have literally 
nowhere else to turn. Without it, there 
would be people who could not afford to 
seek justice if they were, say, fired because 
they were gay, or refused service because 
they were black. 

Back in 2011, under Gov. Tim Pawlenty 


the DHR had 35 employees, only had 
offices in the Twin Cities, and was haunted 
by one phrase that had become a notorious 
point of tension: “docket and dismiss.” 

“What the department was doing was 
looking at a case and saying, T think our 
resources would be better spent on Case 
A rather than Case B or C,”’ Commis¬ 
sioner Kevin Lindsey says. More cases 
would be filed away and dismissed for 
lack of resources than investigated. At 
times, that made filing a discrimination 
claim seem hopeless. 

Since then, the staff has been augmented 
and the docket and dismiss program elimi¬ 
nated. But Lindsey worries about what 
would happen with fewer investigators. He 
also worries about burgeoning programs 
that would have to go by the wayside. 

For example: the human rights office in 
St. Cloud. It’s the only office outside of the 
Twin Cities. Until 2016, it had an enforce¬ 
ment officer come in from St. Paul one day 


every month—leaving one day to investigate 
discrimination against St. Cloud’s growing 
African immigrant population. 

There were incidents of East African 
women being spat on and called terrorists, 
and of people wrapping bacon around the 
doorknob of a Somali-owned business. At 
least now there’s someone there to wit¬ 
ness things like this happen, and make a 
concerted effort for police to meet with 
community members and rebuild some 
trust. 

Then there are the investigations into 
discrimination when it comes to who 
gets expelled or suspended in schools. 
The department recently found that stu¬ 
dents of color compose 31 percent of the 
population, yet receive 66 percent of all 
suspensions and expulsions. Meanwhile, 
students with disabilities represent 14 
percent of the population, but are get¬ 
ting kicked out of school 43 percent of 
the time. Ten Minnesota school districts

and charter schools were brought to the 
table and forced to make things right. 

These advances will go by the wayside 
with a slimmed- down budget. “If this were 
to come to pass, it would be a devastating 
blow to the department,” Lindsey says. 
“A lot of our services would come to a 
complete halt.” -hannah jones

Adam the Giant 

Adam Johnson’s brilliant mind was surpassed by his heart 


C arrie Peffley hadn’t planned to 
spend all of a December 2011 
day with Adam Johnson. It just 
happened. 

Johnson, a psychology and neuroscience 
professor at Bethel University, had joined 
Peffley’s philosophy class on a field trip 
to a neo-gothic cathedral. They took the 
students out for lunch. Then they carpooled 
to another professor’s housewarming. 

Johnson confessed to Peffley he didn’t 
want to be alone. She brought him back to 
her place, offering eggnog and company. 
“This is really inconvenient,” he told her, 
“but I think I like you.” 

The next day, Johnson, then 31 and 
divorced with two young daughters, had 
surgery to remove a section of his colon 
riddled with cancerous tumors. The pro¬ 
cedure was a success. Johnson and Peffley 
started dating. 

He was unlike anyone she’d ever known. 
Smarter—more brilliant, even, than the peo¬ 
ple she met in grad school at Cambridge—but 
also bolder, and humbler. Over beers at the 
Blue Door Pub, Johnson would stun Bethel 
colleagues into silence, posing simple ques¬ 
tions that exposed some profound mystery. 

“He did that answering questions, too,” 
Peffley says. “He’d throw out any bullshit 
explanation—if it stuck, great.” 

While agraduate student at the University 
of Minnesota, Johnson studied the brains 
of lab rats running through mazes. At the 
suggestion of his adviser, David Redish, he 
linked sensors to the hippocampus, a part of 
the brain used for memory and navigation. 

One day, Johnson came into Redish’s 
office. “Dave,” he told his skeptical adviser, 
“my rats are doing mental time-travel.” 
When faced with a decision of turning left 


or right in the maze, a subject’s mind will, in 
effect, “see” around each comer, imagining 
what they’ll find there. In neuroscience, the 
finding was a mini-breakthrough; cracks 
rippled from the point of impact like a rock 
hitting a windshield. 

Sometimes, after a beer, Johnson made 
a sheepish reference to his “getting lucky” 
once when he was a grad student. More 
often, he called himself the “village idiot,” 
just dumb enough to question everything. 

When Johnson applied to teach at Bethel, 
a small evangelical school with no neurosci¬ 
ence department, psychology department 
chair Joel Frederickson assumed he was 
“practicing” for other interviews. Then he 
read Johnson’s 15-page answer to a ques¬ 
tion on integrating religious faith and his 
academic discipline, a‘hvonderfiilly sophis¬ 
ticated” essay about “memory, and spatial 
awareness, science, the pursuit of truth.” 

Fredrickson thinks Johnson, who grew 
up in a conservative religious household and 
went to a small, in-state school (Mankato 
State), wanted to mentor kids with similar 
backgrounds. At Bethel, he found many. 
They adored him. 

Once, when Luke Arend encountered a 
problem, Johnson told the freshman student 
not to worry, he’d compile the data for him. 
How did he want it back? 

“[Johnson] had a particular view of sci¬ 
ence,” says Arend. “He saw it as a family.” 

Johnson had a reputation for his temper. 
Peffley learned these “rants” were rarely 
about something that happened to him. 
He raged against injustice—a boss’ bad 
treatment of a colleague, misogyny he 
saw at Bethel—suffered by people without 
power. His classes researched whether a 
male-centric “testosterone Gospel” made 


it easier to think rape victims had it com¬ 
ing. He lectured at churches about how 
drug addicts are just rational actors whose 
imaginations assigned insufficient value to 
paying the rent. 

“He put an asshole veneer over top of 
how sweet he was,” Peffley says. 

In 2012, after 18 cancer-free months, doc¬ 
tors found tumors in Johnson’s liver and 
lungs. They gave him a year, maybe two. 
Johnson told Peffley she had no obligation 
to stay with a dying man. Within a couple 
months, they were married. 

“I definitely wanted to take care of him,” 
Carrie says, citing Bethel rules requiring 
they be married before living together. She 
moved in to help with the girls and watch 
Adam die. Instead she saw him live. Johnson 
kept right on teaching, mentoring, keeping 
appointments with friends. Nine months 
after his diagnosis he joined her to run a 
10-mile race. 

They gave joint lectures to nursing stu¬ 
dents on end-of-life medical decisions. Adam 
did the statistics and probability side, Peffley 
did the philosophical. Embrace ambiguity, 
they told them. You can never know if you’re 
making the right decision. 

Adam had become his own lab rat, trying 
to see around corners. 

Luke Horstman, a student assistant, 
recalls working with Johnson while che¬ 
motherapy chemicals pumped into his arm. 
Johnson said he was looking forward to 
gettingrevenge on mosquitoes. 'With all this 
poison in my veins,” he said, “any mosquito 
that bites me will surely die.” 

After Horstman graduated in 2016, he 
worried about the fate of his mentor. And 
yet, it was Johnson who wrote little notes, 
emails to students, asking how they were

faring out there in the world. 

Late that year Johnson developed a fever 
and chest pains. For the first time, it wasn’t 
the chemotherapy causing pain and weak¬ 
ness, it was the cancer. It was spreading. 

Though Johnson continued teaching, 
he faded. Colleagues and friends made pil¬ 
grimages to Johnson’s home, arriving with 
a six-pack of beer and something heady to 
read or discuss. Luke Arend returned from 
M.I.T. to thank his mentor and say goodbye. 
Arend asked Johnson if he was afraid. 

“Death is simply a curtain,” Johnson told 
him. “No one who’s gone through has come 
back to tell us what’s on the other side.” 

Tumors attacked his formidable brain. 
One grew on Johnson’s hippocampus, where 
he housed and accessed memories of a life 
of service. Johnson started having halluci¬ 
nations. The most common vision he saw 
was Carrie, or his daughters. He worried 
about leaving them. 

Johnson died April 10. He was 39. 

In death, Adam will still teach, and per¬ 
haps solve one last mystery. He donated 
his body, so students could study and learn 
from it. 

“I’m so proud of him,” Carrie says. 03

How colleges and universities harbor sexual harassers and abusers

This is how University of Minnesota 
biochemistry professor Gianluigi Veglia 
often talked to and about the students and 
employees in his laboratory according to 
two sexual misconduct investigations. 


His name is well known in his field. His 
curriculum vitae is 39 honor-filled pages 
long and meticulously lists the millions 
of dollars in grant funding he’s received 
through the years. He has taught at the 
U of M, which has shared in the bounty 
of his grant money since 2000. 

“Take off your shirt so I can just see 
a little.” 

Accusers and witnesses detail many 
other instances of misconduct. Among 
the allegations: He told lab members he 


only hired them for their looks; he sug¬ 
gested women’s presentations would be 
more effective if they dressed in more 
revealing clothing; he told his female lab 
members (whom he frequently called 
“Veglia chicks”) to flirt with prospective 
students to entice them to join the lab; 
he even threatened to withhold Ph.D.s if 
complaints were filed. 

Veglia told investigators he simply 
hadn’t made many of these comments. 
Others, he said, were misinterpreted jokes 


or the vengeful lies of disgruntled and 
unsuccessful students. He declined to 
comment for this story. 

At the U, sexual misconduct complaints 
are handled by the university’s Office of 
Equal Opportunity and Affirmative Action 
(EOAA). The office has concluded that 
employees violated the university’s sexual 
misconduct policy in 55 cases at its five 
campuses since 2013. 

But even when misconduct is substanti¬ 
ated, discipline at the U of M is all over 
the map. And though Minnesota public 
information laws made the reports public 
in Veglia’s case, many cases are veiled by 
privacy laws or settlement terms, allowing 
problem employees to avoid scrutiny or 
quietly move on to other jobs. 

RAISING 
THE RED FLAG 

K ristian Lum had been warned. 

“Right before I ever attended 
my first [academic] conference,” 
the human rights data scientist 
wrote in a December 2017 blogpost, “one 
of the women who was a year ahead of 
me in my program pulled me aside to 
warn about [a professor]. She told me to 
do my best to avoid him at the conference 
but ‘every woman has a story about him, 
so it’s only a matter of time.’ Of course, 
she was right.” 

Not long after her fellow student’s red 
flag, Lum encountered the professor while 
presenting part of her dissertation work. 
She says he touched her on the leg and 
commented that her dress was “way too 
sexy” for a conference. Eventually, she 
says, he took his inappropriate behavior 
to Facebook messages. 

Lum finished her Ph.D. at Duke, but 
she wound up leaving academia, partly 
because of this and other sexual harass¬ 
ment at academic conferences. Then, in 
December, Lum heard that the profes¬ 
sor’s amateur band had performed at a 
conference, and when the professor took 
the mic, he cracked jokes about sexual 
assault and Al Franken’s groping scandal. 

Frustrated that this bad behavior con¬ 
tinued unchecked, Lum took to her blog 
to express her disappointment and share 
a detailed list of the professor’s unsavory 
conduct. Following its publication, U of M 
professor and biostatistics division head 
Brad Carlin admitted he was the person 
being discussed. 

In a Facebook post, Carlin apologized 
for his jokes about groping and assault 
and said he wouldn’t comment further 
because investigations were ongoing. 
He also said Lum’s other accusations 
were missing context. Lum shot back, 
providing screenshots of Carlin’s Face- 
book messages to her. In the messages, 
Carlin discusses sex and a particular genre 
of porn he watched, which was, in his 
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words, “OMG my stepmom and I both 
fucked my bf.”) 

Carlin is currently the subject of four 
active investigations at the U, as first 
reported by the Pioneer Press. Following 
the attention, Public Health Dean John 
Finnegan removed Carlin, who is on sab¬ 
batical, from his division head position. 

Carlin had been investigated twice 
before and was reprimanded by Dean 
Finnegan in April 2016 for making inap¬ 
propriate comments. Carlin was instructed 
to attend four hours of diversity training. 

“I’m saying this publicly,” Lum wrote in 
her initial blog post, “because whenever 
I have shared these stories privately with 
my colleagues, both men and women, 
they are appalled. It is time for us to be 
publicly and openly appalled, not just 
attempting to tactfully deflect inappro¬ 
priate advances and privately warning 
other women.” 

Without Lum’s action, the U’s investiga¬ 
tions may never have started. And even if 
the U determines that Carlin misbehaved, 
those conclusions might never see the 
light of day. That’s because Minnesota’s 
laws say accused employees’ names and 
case files should be released only if the 
employee is disciplined. When there’s no 
discipline or when the employee resigns 
before discipline is made official, the find¬ 
ings are locked away. 

Of the 55 sexual misconduct cases 
substantiated in the university system 
from 2013 through 2017, more than half 
ended in the shadows. In 23 of the cases, 
the responsible employee left the univer¬ 
sity either through “resignation, lay-off or 
non-renewal” after the finding but before 
being disciplined; their names and case 
files are not publicly released. 

In nine other cases, the employees 
remained at the university but weren’t 
disciplined. They may have received letters 
of expectation, been directed to complete 
training, or received coaching or moni¬ 
toring, but these consequences are not 
severe enough to meet the university’s 
definition of discipline. Their names and 
case files also remain private. 

A CLEAN SLATE 

T he holes in this system aren’t 
unique to the University of Min¬ 
nesota. Multiple prestigious 
institutions have been criticized 
in recent years for turning a blind eye or 
not investigating the history of new hires. 

In 2015, University of California at 
Berkeley concluded Ceoff Marcy, one of 
the biggest modern names in astronomy, 
had violated sexual harassment policies 
multiple times between 2001 and 2010. 
Four women alleged Marcy had variously 
massaged, kissed, groped, or pressed his 
erection against them. Some said they had 
been reluctant to report Marcy, a vocal 
advocate for women in science. 


Berkeley gave Marcy a warning, until 
documents were leaked to BuzzFeed News, 
which later reported that Marcy also had 
a history of sexual harassment complaints 
at San Francisco State University. Three 
women said they filed official complaints 
against Marcy during his tenure there, 
but the school told BuzzFeed it didn’t 
keep harassment complaints dating back 
that far. (The earliest complaint against 
Marcy originated in 1995.) In a statement 
responding to the Berkeley allegations, 
Marcy wrote that he did not agree with 
each complaint that was made but “I take 
full responsibility and hold myself com¬ 
pletely accountable for my actions and 
the impact they had.” 

As public pressure mounted, Marcy left 
his Berkeley post, some 20 years after the 
first complaint was filed. 

Thomas Pogge, a respected name in 
philosophy, also came with a track record 
of sexual harassment complaints when he 
joined Yale University in 2008, according 
to the New York Times. 

Allegations of sexual harassment at Yale 
(groping, pressing his erection against 
a student, asking to stay at a student’s 
home and share a hotel room with her, 
inappropriate comments and emails) 
surfaced within just two years. Yale 
investigated Pogge in 2011 and found he 
had acted unprofessionally but not in a 
sexually harassing manner. None of this 
was made public until BuzzFeed News 
obtained confidential documents about 
the complaints in 2016. (Pogge later admit¬ 
ted to the New York Times that he had 
behaved inappropriately but said he had 
not gone as far as sexual harassment.) 

Yale knew when it hired Pogge that he 
had a history of misconduct at Columbia 
University, the Times reported. He was 
hired an 5 rway. 

Katie Eichele, director of the University 
of Minnesota’s Aurora Center for Advo¬ 
cacy and Education, said screening for 
sexual harassment is difficult “because 
there are legal parameters of what you 
can or cannot look for and ask in those 
job searches.” 

The U does a criminal background check 
and asks candidates to disclose any past 
findings of misconduct. 

“[The system] provides an opportu¬ 
nity for them to continue the behavior at 
other places without having to disclose 
that information and without having to 
go through any rehabilitation processes,” 
says Eichele. 

While staff and faculty, with or without 
tenure, can be fired for sexual misconduct 
at the U, terminations are rare. That may 
be because discipline takes so long to be 
decided that employees can choose to 
resign instead to protect their reputation. 
In the cases the University of Minnesota 
made public, the delays between the EOAA 
finding and discipline being imposed were 
often significant. The timing was unclear 
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in 11 cases, but the fastest disciplinary 
action took five days, while the longest 
took three months. 

Of the 23 disciplined employees, seven 
were fired, and only three of those were 
in teaching roles. 

A MIXED BAG 

ilbert Rodman, a communica¬ 
tions professor, was found in a 
2013 EOAA investigation to have 
repeatedly crossed boundaries 
with women in his department since 2009, 
starting with Facebook and text messaging 
even before incoming graduate students 


female graduate students to Rodman’s 
advising caseload. Because the graduate 
students felt they weren’t being heard, they 
“created an informal sexual harassment 
liaison position” to warn new students to 
“avoid social contact with Dr. Rodman,” 
according to EOAA. 

“Dr. Rodman’s continuation of this 
conduct despite several warnings by the 
Department indicates that serious respon¬ 
sive action is necessary,” the investigators 
wrote. 

The discipline? Rodman’s supervisors 
told him not to evaluate certain students 
and research presentations for two years, 
required him to attend sexual harass-

and postdoctoral candidates knew if they 
were accepted to the program. He scouted 
potential homes for one incoming postdoc 
and then invited her to stay at his house 
until her apartment lease began. While 
she was staying at Rodman’s home, the 
woman said Rodman left a condom lying 
out where she would be sure to find it. 

According to the findings of the inves¬ 
tigation, Rodman would frequently pres¬ 
sure students to spend social time with 
him, even when it was clear they were 
not interested. 

Several students alleged if they asked 
Rodman questions about their studies, he 
would “nearly always” suggest meeting 
off-campus for drinks or a meal. 

One complainant alleged he repeat¬ 
edly asked her about her age. When she 
wouldn’t tell him, he decided to figure 
it out an37way by “inquiring at separate 
times” about her brother’s age and the age 
difference between them. She says he also 
asked about her past and secrets since “he 
could not learn about them” because she 
turned down his Facebook friend request. 

In one alleged incident Rodman began 
making jokes about a dog to the complain¬ 
ant: “Maybe his wang smells like bacon. 
... I don’t know, maybe you fellated [the 
dog].” Rodman didn’t recall that specific 
comment but said it matched his sometimes 
“off-color attempts at wit.” 

The allegations continue in the docu¬ 
ment, including unwanted touching, late- 
night texting, and entering offices unan¬ 
nounced then watching silently until he was 
noticed. (Rodman declined an interview 
request for this article.) 

Multiple graduate students spoke up to 
their department about Rodman’s behav¬ 
ior. The department stopped assigning 


ment training, and asked him to knock or 
announce himself before entering an office. 

When discipline is meted out at the 
University of Minnesota, it’s left to the 
employee’s supervisor. While the EEOA 
makes recommendations, it doesn’t ulti¬ 
mately decide on disciplinary measures. 
Across the siloed academic departments, 
consequences are a mixed bag of length 
and severity. 

According to a letter of reprimand 
obtained from the university, Jim Turman, 
the assistant vice provost at the Recreation 
and Wellness Center, received training 
and a two-week suspension without pay 
in 2015 for making a sexually inappropri¬ 
ate remark to an employee, for telling an 
offensive racial joke to the same employee, 
and for expressing frustration that the 
employee was offended. 

Another letter shows that James Scrog¬ 
gins, who worked for facilities manage¬ 
ment on the West Bank campus in 2016, 
admitted to teasing a female employee 
about going on a diet for her tropical vaca¬ 
tion, as well as repeatedly asking to see 
pictures of employees in their bathing suits 
when they returned from vacations. When 
EOAA asked about these comments, he 
said he appreciated people who “take care 
of themselves.” 

Scroggins was given a written warning 
and sent to training. 

Disciplinary letters from March 2014 
show that four Dining Services employees 
at the Twin Cities U of M campus were 
disciplined for violating the sexual harass¬ 
ment policy. Gerald Pederson admitted to 
making explicitly sexual comments about 
female students using the dining hall and 
telling someone, “I’ve got a piece of meat 
you can unpack.” 
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Alejandrorey Vinson denied making 
sexual and derogatory comments about 
female students in the dining hall and 
denied discussing masturbation and the 
world-record largest penis, but multiple 
witnesses disagreed. 

Jacob Lindgren discussed a female 
student’s apparent mustache, ranked 
female students by attractiveness, and 
told someone to “suck my dick,” accord¬ 
ing to multiple witnesses. He denied it. 

Mike Sittler admitted to making a state¬ 
ment like, “If I ever got hugely rich, I would 
have a woman wash my balls.” He denied 
making other comments, including “I’m 
out like a gay boy at a pride parade,” and 
“The Vikings lost but at least I got my dick 
sucked.” However, multiple witnesses cor¬ 
roborated these statements. 

The men each received one- or two-day 
suspensions without pay. 

These cases happen all over the uni¬ 
versity, with few overlapping personnel 
to account for them except EOAA staff. 
EOAA recommended discipline for each 
case in which it made a finding of sexual 
misconduct, but the university would not 
release those recommendations. 

Tina Marisam, the director of EOAA, 
said her group tries to make recommen¬ 
dations consistent with other cases it has 
handled, “but ultimately it is the decision 
of the department or unit about what dis¬ 
cipline to impose.” 

Marisam said recommendations are 
usually pretty generic because each case 
is unique and supervisors know their 
departments best. 

“I think the system has worked well 
and that individuals who have engaged in 
sexual harassment have received responsive 
action and sanctions, if appropriate, that 
are proportional to the conduct,” she said. 

Others don’t think this system is doing 
enough. 

“A lot of these policies are very much 
blind to real power imbalances that exist 
here in this university and the fact that 
usually sexual misconduct happens and is 
enabled by people in supervisory positions,” 
said Lena Palacios, an assistant professor 
in the Department of Gender, Women and 
Sexuality Studies. 

Often, she added, “other faculty know 
about it, staff know about it, everyone’s 
mumbling about it. And if the department 
chair hasn’t done an 3 Thingyet to address 
it, they’re not going to. The/ll protect that 
person.” 

BLACKED OUT 

I n June 2017, Gianluigi Veglia received 
a formal reprimand from his supervi¬ 
sors, the deans of the Medical School 
and of the College of Science and Engi¬ 
neering, who were “deeply disturbed” by 
the conclusions of the two investigations. 
‘Tour behavior as described in the reports 
is patently offensive, unacceptable, and 


directly inconsistent with the principles 
of academic integrity and responsibility,” 
they wrote. 

The comments he allegedly made were 
not limited to direct mentions of sex or 
intercourse, accordingto the investigation. 

One complainant said that after she 
lost weight, Veglia gestured to her smaller 
breasts and said, “What am I supposed to 
do with those?” 

During the investigation, “[Dr. Veglia] 
acknowledged noticing, worrying and 
talking with [the complainant] about the 
amount of weight that she had lost, but 
denied referencing the size of her breasts.” 

Another complainant alleged that “Dr. 
Veglia told her she was very beautiful, she 
would be sexually harassed, and therefore, 
she should toughen up.” 

“That’s why I say inappropriate things 
to you,” she reported him saying. “You 
need to be desensitized to it.” 

Dr. Veglia admitted telling women in his 
lab they would have more challenges than 
men, but denied saying this in the context 
of a discussion about sexual harassment. 

Following the investigation, he was 
given typical sanctions, like attending 
sexual harassment training and meeting 
with his boss. 

A bigger blow was his removal as the 
director of the university’s Nuclear Mag¬ 
netic Resonance Center and the accom¬ 
panying annual salary bonus of $10,000. 

Other sanctions sound tough but are 
not as harsh as they might seem. 

For example, Veglia isn’t allowed 
to supervise undergraduate students 
through the 2019-20 school year and 
was also removed from the two graduate 
programs he taught in, with his readmis¬ 
sion to the programs contingent on his 
conduct, including “no reports of sexual 
harassment.” 

Veglia can still do research with gradu¬ 
ate students and others, which means his 
federal funding will keep flowing into the 
school. 

The National Science Foundation 
announced in February that it would begin 
requiring institutions to report grantees 
who violate sexual misconduct policies, 
and it may even pull funding. 

Congresswoman Jackie Speier, D-Calif, 
introduced a bill in September 2016 that 
would have made similar rules at several 
federal funding agencies. The bill stalled 
in committee. 

The investigation of Veglia also offers a 
thought-provoking case study in the uni¬ 
versity’s handling of public information. 

When an investigation ends, EOAA 
compiles the complainant’s allegations, 
the responses of the accused, the high¬ 
lights of interviews with witnesses, and 
its ultimate finding into one big document. 

When the university releases its conclu¬ 
sions, identifying information about the 
complainant should be removed so his 
or her identity isn’t known to the public. 
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The university regularly fields requests 
for public documents that need to be 
redacted before release. Stacie Christensen, 
the director of Minnesota’s Data Practices 
Office, said state laws leave room for public 
institutions to weigh privacy rights against 
the public’s right to know. 

‘Tt’s kind of left up to the entity that’s 
doing the redacting,” Christensen said. 

Some redacted documents, like the 
findings against Rodman and other recent 
examples, are readable. Others, like files 
in the investigation against Veglia, quickly 
devolve into near-complete blackness. On 
some pages, only the page number and 
section heading escape the Sharpie. 

City Pages obtained unredacted copies 
of the Veglia reports and redacted them to 
protect the privacy of the complainants. 

Thirteen of the 19 pages in the two 
complaints provided by the university 
are mostly or completely black. Redactions 
include indisputably benign information 
like this: “Stephen Colbert is a comedian 
who appears regularly on TV.” 

Dan Herber, associate general counsel 
for the university, wrote that redactions are 
made based on whether the information 
could be used by “a reasonable person 
in the school community, who does not 
have personal knowledge of the relevant 
circumstances, to identify the student.” 

However, the Veglia documents aren’t 
packed with any more identifying details 
than the Rodman documents, and even 
the U’s black-out versions identify the 
complainants as female. 

Such rigorous attention to detail isn’t 
given to ever 3 Thing the U sends out. City 
Pages received two files from the U that 
included the names of two women who 
had complained. Both documents were 
immediately returned to the U to be prop¬ 
erly redacted, but only one of them came 
back fixed. The other, a single-page sum¬ 
mary, had to be returned a second time 
before the woman’s name was removed. 

Meanwhile, heavy-handed redactions 
sanitize serious misconduct. 

In an October interview with WNYC’s On 
the Media radio program, author Lin Farley, 
who coined the term “sexual harassment” 
in the 1970s, said she believes when the 
details of sexual harassment are glossed 
over, the story loses its impact. 

“We have to tell the details,” she said. 
“People are shocked when they find out 
that the guy is coming in at noon and say¬ 
ing, ‘Okay, honey, meet me in the back 
room, I want a blow job.’... People do not 
understand how serious it is.” 

FACING FORWARD 

I n May 2017, U of M President Eric 
Kaler announced an initiative to 
prevent sexual misconduct. 

In typical academic fashion, 
responsibilities were delegated, leaders 
were appointed, and committees were 


convened to plan and make recommen¬ 
dations. So far, the actions taken mainly 
concern increased training and educa¬ 
tion. All faculty and staff will be required 
to have sexual misconduct training, and 
students will receive more instruction 
as well. Some of these trainings are now 
available for employees and students, and 
many have already taken them. 

Karen Miksch, a co-chair of the initia¬ 
tive and an associate professor in the U’s 
College of Education and Human Devel¬ 
opment, said the training is an important 
place to start. 

“We know that these types of train¬ 
ings and other prevention measures like 
bystander intervention training—they 


About one in four female undergraduate 
students at the U’s Twin Cities campus 
report having been sexually assaulted 
during their academic careers at the 
university, according to several campus 
climate surveys. Eichele said the surveys 
also show many students didn’t think what 
they’d experienced was serious enough 
to report, even in cases of rape. “And that 
carried through in all the different types 
of sexual misconduct, whether talking 
about relationship violence, stalking, or 
sexual harassment.” 

In an emailed statement, Eichele wrote 
that the mandatory reporting policy was 
important because it shows the campus 
is getting serious about sexual miscon-

work. They also tend to work for a certain 
period of time and then we need to do 
something more,” she said. 

However, she added, broad culture 
change “isn’t something that you do in 
a year or two. This is a very long-term 
process. We know that some of our efforts 
may not see results for five or 10 years, 
but we have to keep going to make sure 
we get there.” 

A new mandatory reporting policy is 
getting a lot more attention, and it hasn’t 
come from the initiative. 

The policy, which went into effect 
January 1, requires nearly all university 
employees to make formal reports to 
EOAA when they learn of sexual mis¬ 
conduct. 

Marisam, of EOAA, said she expects the 
policy will increase reports, but a letter 
signed by Palacios and about 100 other 
faculty, students, and staff cited public 
health literature that showed mandatory 
reporting policies could actually achieve 
the opposite. 

“A lot of these students are just deathly 
afraid of reporting, and once they know 
that you’re a mandatory reporter, it chills 
the reporting,” Palacios said. 

While she supports the policy, Eichele, 
of the Aurora Center, said the power dif¬ 
ferential between employees and stu¬ 
dents can already put a dent in reporting 
numbers, especially for grad students. 

“For graduate students if [the perpetra¬ 
tor] were someone that’s advising them 
or in a faculty role, there’s a lot of risk. 
... [Their] entire academic studies could 
be upended,” she said. 


duct. She also noted that the targets of 
misconduct “still have a choice in whether 
or not they want to participate in any 
university investigation.” 

An investigation could still happen 
without a student’s participation, even if 
the complainant’s confidentiality couldn’t 
be maintained, but those situations are 
rare. “If we don’t have the participation 
of the complainant, we often don’t have 
enough information to investigate,” Mari¬ 
sam said. 

Professors who learn about miscon¬ 
duct in class discussions or assignments 
are exempt from mandatory reporting 
as long as they report non-identifying 
information to EOAA and provide the 
student with resources. The policy does 
not exempt faculty or staff who learn about 
misconduct outside class. What’s more, if 
an employee is the one being harassed or 
assaulted and tells a supervisory employee 
like a department chair, that supervisor 
must make a report to EOAA. 

“The university system nationwide has 
definitely had its hand slapped because it 
has mishandled so many cases of sexual 
violence on campuses,” Palacios said. 
“This is their way to protect themselves.” 

Palacios said rather than vilifying each 
harassing individual, she’s interested in 
the systems. 

“This is a culture,” she said. “People 
enable it, people dismiss it, they trivi¬ 
alize it. ... Real accountability would 
mean saying, ‘Okay, this guy got away 
with it, but what are the conditions 
in this department that allowed that 
behavior to go on for so long?”’ 03

Why we’ve fallen in love with 

this Best New Restaurant in the Twin Cities

T here was a time when you could 
dump some garden-variety ice in 
a glass, swirl it around with the 
right ingredients, and I’d knock 
it back with grateful satisfaction. That was 
before Martina, where each drink is made 
with its own particular type of ice: crushed, 
cubed, stamped, and slivered. No number 
of slapdash drinks can unring that bell. 

But why gush over ice when we’ve just 
freed ourselves of winter’s frosty chains? 
Because details like these define Martina. 

The cocktails, most around $9 and many 
with house-made vermouths and tinctures, 
come with a garnish or straw (glass, bam¬ 
boo, colored 

MARTINA paper) that 

feels dis¬ 
tinctive 
and special. 
And oh, that 
ice: A giant 
cube in the 
Old Fashioned is branded with a copper 
stamp, perhaps the mark of some cloak- 
and-dagger society we’re d 3 dngto join. The 
Coffee Sport, a high-proof house-made 
version of a coffee liqueur, is served with 
two miniature, perfectly hewn cubes, and 
in the Promiscuous, a wafer-thin raft of 
ice floats on the surface. The Naked Bal¬ 
lerina #2 brims with pebble ice, the kind 
that makes a satisfying crunch when you 
stab your straw into the glass. 

At brunch, the Essentials is a trio of mini 
carafes nestled in a carton of pebble ice: a 
sampler of Martina’s takes on the bloody 
Mary, mimosa, and coffee cocktail. The

Sous Les Mers fills the bottom of the glass 
with purple seaweed, conjuring the ocean 
floor; the Viceroy, their take on a caipirinha, 
is topped with quarters of lime, the skins 
carved like etchings on some ancient relic. 
An impressive list of mocktails, including 
the sweet and spicy Edo Fizz with togarashi, 
loops in non-boozers. 

Conceptually, Martina (City Pages’ 2018 
Best New Restaurant) is a fusion restau¬ 
rant, with none of the gimmicky trappings 
that genre has accumulated over time. If 
meticulous attention to detail is one half 
of Martina’s secret, the other half is bal¬ 
ance—the seamless execution of multiple 
concepts and flavors at once. The pairing of 
Argentinian and Italian flavors is as natural 
to chef Daniel del Prado as his own blood¬ 
line, which, of course, it is. Del Prado claims 
Italian, Spanish, and Argentinian roots, so 
Martina, his first solo foray after a celebrated 
career at La Belle Vie, Bar La Grassa, and 
Burch, sings with authenticity and ease. 

Take the grilled beef tongue bruschetta, 
an homage to the grilled meats of Argentina 
and the classic Italian hors d’oeuvre, which 
stacks blackened toast with tender slices 
of beef, savory sardine mayo, and a spritely 
celery and parsley salad. For pescatarians, 
the charred avocado bruschetta hits many 
of the same flavor notes, beautifully join¬ 
ing the fat of rich avocado with the acid of 
pickled shrimp and a parsley and shallot 
garnish. It arrives just barely below room 
temperature to unmask every layer of flavor. 

The broader menu is a medley of rich 
braises and pasta dishes from southern Italy 
and the bright, herbaceous treatment of

grilled meats and seafood from Argentina. 
The cacio e pepe, typically a simple spaghetti 
with cheese and black pepper, is transformed 
into a decadent ravioli, filled with liquid 
parmesan; it is as juicy as a soup dumpling 
and as rich as your cheesiest fantasies. The 
braised lamb fusilli invites tangy tomatoes 
to cut the richness of the lamb, before a hint 
of mint shakes up the whole affair. 

A filet of halibut topped with herbed 
breadcrumbs heralds spring in a shocking- 
green watercress, potato, and clam puree, 
fine enough to eat all on its own, by the 
spoonful. Even something called Burnt 
Squash, which sounds like a kitchen flub, 
is treated with an elegant hand, mixing acid¬ 
ity from fresh lime juice with the textural 
appeal of crunchy, finely chopped nuts. 

Presentation varies from the rustic, 
crowd-pleasing leek and gorgonzola empa¬ 
nadas with chimichurri to the tricksy chilled 
crab, which stands cylinders of crab and 
hearts of palm next to each other as if to 
disguise which is which. Take both pieces in

one swipe with a dab of tangy carrot mayo 
and savor one of the best bites in town. (Del 
Prado’s inventive use of carrots sprouts 
up again in the sumptuous gnocchi with 
simple tomato sauce, buoyed by a sweet 
carrot reduction.) For a show-stopper, 
the stuffed trout arrives from the wood- 
fired oven whole, head-on, filled with a 
crab mixture and wrapped in prosciutto; 
a seafood platter ($60 for half, $95 for full) 
lays out an impressive spread of crisp octo¬ 
pus ceviche, oysters, shrimp, the chilled 
crab from heaven and the sentence above, 
a fabulous smoked scallop salad with a tart 
herbed mayo, and whatever other crudo 
the kitchen is dreaming up. 

At brunch, dishes hew closer to the Ameri¬ 
can classics. The cheeseburger, a brunch 
exclusive, comes from Joe Rolle’s workshop 
of outrageous burgers (he invented the fan- 
favorite at Parlour) and plies us with unholy 
amounts of velvety cheese and griddled 
beef Except unlike other au courant flat-top 
burgers, this one actually includes lettuce 
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Specialiiinsl in Ecuadorian, 
Colombian, and Peruvian cuisines.

and tomato for—you guessed it—that bal¬ 
ance of fat and freshness. 

Order the potato churros if you’re hav¬ 
ing the burger. (Order the churros even if 
you’re not.) This clever twist on French 
fries is a stunning combination of crispy, 
golden exterior and creamy potato inte¬ 
rior, served with spicy mayo and ketchup. 
‘There’s somethingmagical going on there,” 
said someone at our table. 

After that introduction, we expected 
savory items to reign, but brunch sweets 
stole the crown. The steak and eggs was 
straightforward, with only a (delightful) 
chimichurri sauce to set it apart. Crab 
Benedict, which slathered crab cakes in 
buttery Hollandaise, was as well-executed 
and predictable as the steak and eggs. 

Meanwhile, almond flour pancakes—only 
$8—were utterly dreamy. Fresh blueberries, 
strawberries, and pepitas doll up the gluten- 
free short stack, each cake with crisp edges 
and an almost silky middle. Side portions of 
butter, almond butter, and maple syrup let 
you manifest the perfect bite. The yogurt 
parfait, an almost certain throwaway on any 
other menu, is treated as royally as a creme 
brulee, served in a wide shallow dish with 
grapefruit supremes, mint, and granola, 
and dusted with hibiscus powder. Every 
time this dish hits a table, Go-Gurt tubes 
the world round wilt in shame. 

For after-dinner sweets, sharing is advised; 
dulce de leche in the flourless chocolate 
cake and the panqueque (a crepe with 
bananas) will vault your blood sugar into 
the stratosphere, but you’ll melt into your 
chair with every forkful. A lighter but no 
less considered option, the flan is more 
creamy than gelatinous and flecked with 
C 5 q)ress salt and tangy dried grapefruit. Or 
if you’ve overindulged already, wait for the 
complimentary truffles to hit the table. Just 
as you’ll start each meal with an amuse 
bouche of Argentinian cheese bread (almost 
like a squishy Cheez-It), you’ll be treated 
at the end to a little sweet farewell. It’s all 
in the details. 

When you visit Martina, you’ll feel equally 
certain you’ve walked into a hidden late- 
night bar off a Buenos Aires side street and 
into a Michelin-starred restaurant on the 
Mediterranean coast. Formerly the spare 
Scandi diningroom of Upton 43, this new 
Linden Hills restaurant is warmer, a light- 
filled space by day and alow-lit bustlingbar 
by night. Greenery lines the walls, pink light 
glows off the kitchen, and bleached wood 
rafters tower overhead; terrariums of fresh 
cocktail accoutrements—including those 
etched limes—draw eyes to the bar in the 
center of the room. The full menu is served 
there, so if you haven’t made a reservation, 
you can idle with a drink until a stool opens 
up. Just take a minute to look down and 
notice what’s clinking in your glass. 03

Avengers: Infinity War marks a major shift for the Marvel Cinematic Universe

A fter a decade of interweaving, 
moneymaking, super-heroic spec¬ 
tacles, the Marvel Cinematic Uni¬ 
verse is finally coming to an end. 
Er... sort of 

With Avengers: Infinity War—the third 
of four slated Avengers movies—the folks at 
Marvel begin closing the loop on a sequence 
that kicked off with 2008’s Iron Man and 
spanned, so far, across an impressive 19 
total films. Some fan favorites are headed 
for the chopping block and a slew of new 
characters and stories are ready to emerge. 
But even after seeing Infinity War, the true 
impact of omnipotent supervillain Thanos 
(Josh Brolin) is anybody’s guess. 

The movie picks up shortly after Thor: 
Ragnarok. Thanos has attacked Thor’s ship 
and massacred most of the people aboard in 
search of the Tesseract, which houses one 
of the six infinity stones he needs to become 
an all-powerful murder machine. With a 
second stone in his possession, Thanos sends 
his cronies across the galaxy to collect the 
remaining stones. Enter the Avengers... and 
Spider-Man, Black Panther, the Guardians 
of the Galaxy—basically every hero we’ve 
met up to this point. 

The fear has always been that assem¬ 
bling so many characters would lead to an 


output along the lines of X-Men: The Last 
Stand, where too little screen time made 
for almost no character development and 
even less of a potent story. Fortunately, 
that’s not the case with Infinity War. At a 
2:40 runtime, there’s plenty of room, and 
multiple converging story arcs make for 
solid pacing and character payoff After all 
these years of setting up pins, it’s nice to 
watch them finally fall, to see our heroes 
mingle for the first time: Spidey quipping 
to Doctor Strange, Star-Lord puffing out 
his chest at Thor, all our beloved characters 
coming together to kick ass just like they 
do in the comics. 

Yet Thanos is the lynchpin here. He 
serves as the focal point of the intercon¬ 
nected storylines, and the movie digs into 
his background and thought process. His 
motivations become not only clearer, but 
weirdly understandable. Thus, Thanos 
avoids the megalomaniac cliche and serves 
as much more than your typical Big Bad. 

As fun as Infinity War is, there are a couple 
major issues that distract from what could 
have been a total knockout. Thanos does 
some uncharacteristically dumb stuff that 
will probably be his undoing down the line. 
For a guy who has no qualms about slaugh¬ 
tering half the universe, he sure does pick 
the wrong people to leave alive. Sure, we 
need some way for our heroes to inevitably

overcome. There’s just a little too much plot 
armor and poor decision-making. 

And the nature of certain infinity stones 
means that pretty much an 5 d;hingbad that 
happens in this movie—like the much-pub¬ 
licized deaths of major characters—can be 
completely undone. This ruins a lot of the 
emotional gravity when somebody ‘"dies.” 

The MCU has always functioned a bit 
differently than the comic universe, where 
retcons and false deaths are par for the 
course, but it’s pretty clear based on knowl¬ 
edge of Marvel’s production schedule that 
some characters are coming back to life. 

Had Marvel been more judicious with 
who to kill off, there’d be a little more 
weight and mystery behind the film’s cli¬ 
max. Instead, Infinity War just leaves us 
wondering exactly how people will return. 
And the characters who truly are gone for 
good will never really get the mourning 
they deserved in the moment. 

Despite these imiits. Avengers: Infinity 
War is more good old-fashioned movie fun 
from the Marvel crew. We’re set up decently 
well for the fourth and final installment. 
It’s just a shame we have to wait a whole 
year for the story to come to fruition. 03

Two lovers try to make peace in a time of hate

W hen future generations look 
back on this decade, trying to 
understand what it felt like 
to make one’s way in the US. 
while mourning young black men killed 
by authorities in acts of heedless violence, 
they might well turn to This Bitter Earth. 
Harrison David Rivers’ play chronicles 
a romance between two men, one black 
and one white, whose lives and choices 
are thrown into relief every time they look 
at the news flashing across their phones. 

The play, which premiered last year at 
San Francisco’s New Conservatory Theatre 
Center, is now having its regional premiere 
at Penumbra Theatre. Rivers lives in St. 
Paul, and most of This Bitter Earth is set 
there: After they start dating in New York, 
Jesse (Jon-Michael Reese) and Neil (Kevin 
Fanshaw) move to Minnesota for Jesse to 
take an academic job. 

Jesse is an African-American pla 5 wright, 
and he spends much of his time furiously 
typing on his laptop, pouring his conflicted 
feelings into his work. Neil, on the other 
hand, is a white man with family wealth 
that allows him to dedicate his life to activ¬ 
ism. He’s active in the Black Lives Matter 
movement, and the pair’s relationship is 
strained by the time Neil spends traveling 
and organizing. 

Rivers flashes rapidly among different 
phases of their shared history, from their 
unlikely meeting at a protest rally to the 
hate crime that, we learn early on, occurs 
at the end of the play’s time span. Direc¬ 
tor Talvin Wilks keeps these transitions

smooth and readily comprehensible, aided 
by Kathy Maxwell’s atmospheric projections 
against Maruti Evans’ tidy, whitewashed 
apartment set. 

Fanshaw and Reese constitute the play’s 
entire cast, and they’re onstage together for 
almost the entire 90-minute running time. 
Their trust and intimacy is central to the 
play, all the more so given that their charac¬ 
ters’ partnership is rife with conflict. Reese 
has a perfect bead on Jesse, whose sharp 
sarcasm comes with just enough smile to 
soften the blow—when he wants to. Neil is 
a little fuzzier: We see his emotional chem¬ 
istry with Jesse, but no intellectual spark. 

Wisely, Rivers doesn’t attempt to tell us 
ever 5 Thing we might want to know about 
these men. Mentions of their families, their 
past relationships, and their lives apart from 
one another are concrete enough to give 
us a sense of who Neil and Jesse are, but 
never so long as to feel tangential. This Bitter 
Earth lets us listen in as they try to make 
sense of the world and each other. 

The play is also rich with references to 
their cultural lodestars, such as the poetry 
of Essex Hemphill, the work of artist Jean- 
Michel Basquiat, and the Clyde Otis song 
that inspired the play’s title. That expan¬ 
sive sense of legacy and struggle gives an 
epic scope to this compact, powerful story 
about two men and the complicated love 
they share. 03

WHAT’S NEW, 

KITTEN FOREVER? 

The punk trio look back at how their band—and the 
Minneapolis scene—has changed in the past 12 years

L I are set to take the F irst Ave stage 
in just a few hours, and next door 
at the Depot, three generations of 
Minneapolis punk rockers are scat¬ 
tered among the pre-show crowd, noshing, 
mingling, and waiting to pay their respects 
to the reunited grunge greats, veterans from 
an age when women forming rock bands 
was a rarity and a challenge. 

Dining with her parents is Danielle 
Cusack of the celebrated young trio Bruise 
Violet, a rocker barely out of her teens. Elder 
statespunk Lori Barbero is maneuvering 
around a room where, as usual, she seems 
to know almost everyone. And at a table 
near the window, the trio Kitten Forever 
are getting pumped for a show they never 
thought they’d see. 

“‘Fast and Frightening’ was my first 
driving-through-the-suburbs,I’m-gonna- 
kill-someone song,” Corrie Harrigan recalls. 


“I definitely used to tool around Burnsville- 
Savage blastingthat song. I was such abadass 
teenybopper.” 

Laura Larson may have been in that car 
with her—the two have been friends since 
high school, and in2006 they started living 
in a house on 26th and L 5 mdale that held 
punk shows. Liz Elton soon moved in with 
them, and for the 12 years since, the three 
women have been playingmusic, expressing 
and redefining their feminist beliefs, and 
nudgingthe Minneapolis punk scene closer 
to the values of inclusivity that DIY rock 
sometimes preaches more than it practices. 

L7 isn’t the only band of Kitten Forever 
inspirations who broke up before Elton, 
Harrigan, and Larson entered their clubgo¬ 
ing days: Many of the trio’s riot grrrl idols 
had called it quits by the end of the ’90s or 
shortly thereafter. In fact. Kitten Forever, 
whose members are now all in their early 


30s, came of age in an awkward period of 
transition and reaction, the lull between 
the ’90s promises of revolution girl-style 
now and todays quieter but more effective 
integration ofbands composed of something 
besides cis-het white guys into the larger 
world of punk and indie. 

The sound of Kitten Forever hasn’t 
changed much over those years—at least 
not in the past five years. “The first seven 
years didn’t really count,” Elton says of the 
band’s history. “2013 is when [their second 
album] Pressure came out, when we were 
touring on a different level, releasing things 
on a different level, not just pla 3 dng base¬ 
ment parties.” And that’s when the band 
introduced their distinctive round-robin 
performance style. All three sing and play 
bass, Harrigan and Larson also play drums, 
and during shows they nimbly switch off 
between songs without a pause in the racket. 

Kitten Forever’s fourth album. Semi¬ 
permanent, out this week, showcases the 
band’s ability to continually find new pos¬ 
sibilities within the strict musical parameters 
they’ve set for themselves. Their tunes are 
spare, vigorously ranty chants, voices often 
deliberately distorted, blurting l 3 Tics that 
are defiant, questioning, and often funny as 
multivalent as “There’s a list/inside of me/ 
That reads like it’s from another century” 
or as direct as “Can’t take me an 5 rwhere.” 
The bass lines do the heavy melodic lifting 
that most bands entrust guitars with, and 
the drums fill up the space with the din of 
C 5 mibal clatter. 

“At this point it’s kind of choreographed 
in away,” Larson says of the band’s writing 
style. “We’re writing songs so that we can 
play them live, 
and we don’t like 
to have there be 
a lull in the set. 
To keep up that 
energy we’re 
playing songs as 
we’re transitioning, and we have to write 
songs to fit into the math of how we play 
a live show.” 

Kitten Forever’s conversation shifts 
between band members as smoothly as their 
music does; they can finish one another’s 
sentences without interrupting or con¬ 
tradicting each other. Speaking of young 
women forming bands, Larson notes “It’s 
easier than ever...” and Harrigan concludes 
“...but that doesn’t mean it’s easy.” They’re 
continually qualifying what they just said, 
not to second-guess themselves, but to bal¬ 
ance out their assertions with alternate 
information to clarify what they mean, in

an almost dialectical process. 

Take, for instance, their opinions on the 
health of local punk. A decline in local music 
venues, especially the closure of the Triple 
Rock, is definitely worrisome, according 
to Harrigan. ‘The music community here 
is so centered around venue availability,” 
she says. “If there’s one house space that 
disappears, one venue that closes, it just 
sucks the energy out of whaf s happening.” 

She’s also concerned that the housing 
crunch currently making Minneapolis 
a less affordable city will take its toll on 
underground rock. “We rented our four- 
bedroom house on 26th and Lyndale across 
the street from the CC Club in 2006 and 
it was $1,200,” she remembers. “We had 
five of us living there and we could fuck off, 
we could play music and start bands, and 
everybody was doing that. When you take 
that away, how do kids have the freedom 
to start all these weird projects?” 

And yet, at the same time, they’re inspired 
by youngbands like Bruise Violet. “The^ve 
been talking politics in their band the whole 
time they’ve been a band and I’m just con¬ 
sistently floored by how smart they are,” 
Larson says. “They have the language to 
talk about intersectionality and feminism 
and all this other stuff in a way I never felt 
I did, and the confidence to do it.” 

‘When we were a younger band, it was 
like ‘Are you an all-girl band or are you like a 
punk band?”’ Harrigan says. “I so intensely 
wanted to be in the punk scene, but there 
was kind of this strict aesthetic: You’ve got 
to be tough and you’ve got to be screaming 
into the mic and you’ve got to be... you know, 
a dude. Now that it’s like, well, it doesn’t 
have to look that way, it doesn’t have to 
sound that way either.” 

“Sometimes we’re like, kinda wish we 
were starting a band now,” says Elton, with 
mild irony. 

“To start in a community dreaming of that 
shift, and to still be in it while it’s happening, 
and to see it come to fruition... it’s a really 
positive thing,” Larson says. 03
